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Joseph S. Allen was born June 25, 1810, and was baptized in 
February, 1831. After Zion's Camp Joseph remained in Clay County, Mis¬ 
souri. Later, he became a member of the high council at Lima, Illinois. 
In 1846, he traveled west from Nauvoo, arriving in Salt Lake Valley in 
1848, and was prominent in settling the valleys of the west. He died an 
active member of the Church at Huntington, Utah, April 25, 1889. 

Isaac Allred was born June 28, 1813, and was baptized Septem¬ 
ber 10, 1832. After Zion's Camp he moved to Nauvoo, Illinois, where he 
worked on the Nauvoo Temple and received his endowments. He lived the 
law of polygamy. After being driven from Nauvoo in 1846, he crossed the 
plains in 1851. He fulfilled a mission to Great Britain in 1851-1855. 

He was beaten to death by Thomas Ivie on May 12, 1859. Brigham Young 
prophecied that Thomas Ivie would consequently apostatize and be devoured 
by buzzards. This prophecy was fulfilled. Isaac Allred was a faithful 
Latter-day Saint at his death. 

One of the Prophet Joseph Smith's bodyguards was James Allred 
who was born January 22, 1784, and baptized a member of the Church on 
September 10, 1832. He passed through the persecutions of the Church 
in Missouri and Illinois. Joseph Smith ordained him a high priest. In 
1851 he arrived in Utah and later became the presiding elder of Allred 
settlement (now Spring City, Sanpete County, Utah). He died, still a 
faithful member of the Church, on June 10, 1876. 

Martin Allred was among the Mormons in 1838 who were charged 
with high treason. Later he was released with other Mormons, "there
